oughly comprehend that no personal conside­ 
ration has drawn together tills vast assembly. 
Other, higher, and grander considerations 
have collected Jon around me to-day. [Cheers.] 
Mr. Chairman: It is a part of the unwritten 
law of our country that a candidate for Presi­ 
dent may not make speeches in vindication 
and commendation of the principles where- 
u|»on he is sup|>orted nor the measures which 
his election is intended to promote, though a 
candidate for Vice-President is under no such 
inhibition. 
I not merely acquiesce in the re­ 
striction, I recognize and ntlirm its propriety. 
Hie temptation to misreport aud misrepre­ 
sent a candidate for the higher post is so

made the fact that he purjiosed to support, or 
actually did sup|>ort my nomination, whether 
at Cincinnati, at Baltimore, or in the uction 
which resulted in sending delegates to either 
conventions, the basis of a claim to office at 
my hand. 
No one who favored my nomina­ 
tion liefore either convention, or af either con­ 
vention, has sought office ut my hands either 
for himself or any one else; nor Ins any one 
suggested to me that I might strengthen my­ 
self as a candidate by promising to appoint 
any one to any hn|>ortant office whatever.— 
[Loud cheers.] 
In a very few instances—less 
than a dozen, I am sure—certain of Hie smaller 
fry of politicians have, since my double nomi­ 
nation, hinted to me by letter that I might in­ 
crease my chance of election by promising a 
post office or some other place to my volun­ 
teer correspondents respectively. 
I have not 
usually resi>oudcd to these overtures, but I 
now give a general notice that, should I be 
elected, I will cousidei the claims of tlie-e un­ 
timely aspirants after those of the more mod­ 
est aud reticent shall have been fully satisfied. 
[Loud choora.] 
In two or three instances I have been asked 
to say whether I would or would not, lf ulcct- 
ed, confine my appointments to Republicans. 
I answer these by pointing to that plank of the 
Cincinnati platform wherein a1! who concur in 
the principles therein set forth are cordially 
invited to participate in their establishment 
aud vindication.

The Teachers Institute. 
The Teachers Institute is in session 
at New Paltz with a limited number 
of teachers in attendance. 
This was 
expected, for two out of the three 
Commissioners have forgotten to call 
on the schools under their care. 
It 
is no uncommon occurrence to hear 
that Millford and Montross have not 
been in certain districts since they 
were elected. 
When the Superin­ 
tendents can grossly cheat the public 
out of the service for which they are 
paid the teachers cannot feel like 
giving up the much needed recrea­ 
tion of tho annual vacation for the 
toil and confinement of a two weeks 
session 
of tho Institute, and that 
without fee or reward. Tho old adage 
is that an army takes its moral from 
tho commander, and this rule should 
apply to the threo hundred teachers 
of Ulster, but they aro like the old 
army of the Potomac was for throe 
years, better than their leaders. The 
one fought with poor generals, and 
the others teach with very common 
commissioners. 
Whether the good gained by these 
recitations is a recompense for the 
time and expense is also problematic. 
In the first place neither the Com­ 
missioners or Conductors know much 
of the practical workings of a country 
school, and much the larger number 
of teachers, whom they are supposed 
to instruct, teach those mixed schools. 
Wo will wager a white hat thatSchep- 
moes and a dozen other pedagogues 
now in Now Paltz can take village or 
country schools side by side with the 
commissioners and conductors, and 
drive them out of tho neighborhood 
by their greater excellence. 
This is 
bold 
language, but only what the 
truth demands. 
Look at it. 
Prof. 
Baker comes to tho village hall, in 
the venerable town of New P%lt/, to 
drill grown men and women in the 
art of instruction, but immediately 
distributes a programme of exercises 
which ends with six rules of govern­ 
ment. 
To start with, the big boys 
and girls, these must have good les­ 
sens. 
If he was teaching littlo ones 
and wrote all his list on tho black­ 
board, wo venture some fun-begotten 
youth would laugh; how much more 
apt are the teachers to smile when 
addressed as littlo ones? 
Again, the teachers don’t go to the 
Institute to learn tho sciences, but to 
improve in the art of instruction.— 
This they can best do by each telling 
his or her method of conducting ex­ 
ercises 
aud in government of the 
school. 
The first year we had School 
Commissioners, we think it was in 
1857 or ’58, Wiunns and Harlow, 
then filling tho office, managed an 
Institute in this way at Stone Ridge. 
We frequently hear teachers say it 
was the most profitable one they ever 
attended. 
Every practical person 
must see it could not be otherwise,for 
the first result of tho method is to 
break down all restraint and build tip 
confidence, thus placing the teachers 
in a moral status where they freely 
give aud take knowledge. 
There is still another sills to this 
m ‘thod, which recommends it to tho 
public. 
Teachers, as a class, are 
poor. 
They are conqicnsated with a 
miserly hand, and need all they earn 
to buy neat clothing with, feed their 
children, or support mothers and in­ 
fant brothers and sisters. 
They have 
nothing left to spend 
away 
from 
homo. 
The large sums paid to these 
conductors 
could 
he 
distributed 
among such to relievo their purses of 
the burden incident to going to the 
Institute and thus securo a better at­ 
tendance. 
It is time for a reform in 
our educational system.

The German bark, John Frederick, which 
arrived last night, '.eft Savanna Le Mar for 
Stettin with a crew of nine, six of whom died 
prior to Aug. 7th, since which time the vessel 
has been drifting along the coost from Hatter­ 
as with one seaman an i tho cook, sick with 
yellow fever. 
She was fallen in with of! San­ 
dy Hook yesterday by a pilot boat and towed 
into Hie lower quarantine. 
Her passage has 
been one of horror. 
The brig Liberty Devereux arrived last night 
from Manzanillo, having lost one man on Hie 
voyage. 
Three are sick on board, but Hie 
captain and crow deny having yellow fever. 
The hospital doctor here, however, has no 
doubt the sickness is yellow fever. 


INGERSOLL CAUGHT. 


N ew York, A ug. 15. 


James II. Ingorsoll, the notorious Ring chair­ 
maker, was discovered on Sixth avenue last 
evening by a detective, and arrested. 
There 
are two Indictments for forgery against him. 
He was this morning taken before the Court 
of General Sessions, aud bailed for trial in $5,- 
000 on each count. 
After tieing bailed in the 
above cases, he was immediately re-arrested 
on a civil suit, similar to those against Tweed 
and others. 
A half million dollars was de­ 
manded. 
He exi>ocU to get this amount bo- 
fore sunset. 


THE BARNARD TRIAL 


S aratoga, Aug. 15- 
The Court met at ten. 
Twenty-nine mem­ 
bers were present. 
Reach continued his argu­ 
ment. 
He said at the time of adjournment 
yesterday, lie was calling the attention of the 
Court to the fact that Commodore Vanderbilt 
through an action to recover $5,000,000 in 
bonds in order to settle the Erie litigation, 
aud ttiia actiou was opposed to the last by 
Fisk and Gould, still Justice Barnard in the 
Fall of 1871 rendered judgment against Fisk 
and Gould. 
This showed he was not us char­ 
ged, allays acting in the interests of tbqae 
parties. 
It showed to the contrary that he 
wag inflexible and incorruptible, the Judge 
rendering judgments not in favor of this 
man nor that man, but in favor of justice 
only. 
Counsel referred to witness Garvey in a 
strain of the most scathing sarcasm, saying 
that the most profiigitc plunderer of the 
| age is bere to impeach the uprightness of a 
lulge wh» leal unveiled his iniquities 
lie 
submitted that the testimony of such a wit­ 
ness could tint have weight here. 
Counsel referred to a oublication appearing 
simultaneously in a paper in this city und in 
New York papers, to the effect that the strug­ 
gle by respondent aud his counsel was to save 
| himself from disqualification. 
He denied the 
statement, hut said it w as a little singular that 
these statements should appear simultaneously 
iu the pajiers of this village and the city of 
New York, and also the appearance here of 
ail iii omened form flitting about umong tile 
momtiors of this Court, whispering iii their 
ears, that unless this respondent is convicted, 
it will be death to the great Democratic party. 
Well sir,said Counsel, if the death of the great 
Democratic party depcude u J >oii the |>er version 
of honesty and justice of this Court, then let 
it die and pass away. 
Counsel then referred in terms of great bit­ 
terness to the part the public press bad taken 
in the crusade against Judge Durnard, and in 
exerting its influence iii this Court; uud that 
this practice had grown to a slu|iendous 
abuse. 
Mr. Beach then closed his argument with au 
eloquent peroration, eliciting applause from 
the spectators when he took his seat, which 
the President suppressed. 
Judge Van Cott, counsel fur the prosecution, 
then proceeded to make the closing argument, 
and in commencing, referred to tho respond­ 
ent's Counsel's attack ujxm the press, bar and 
others, aud asked why it was that this re. 
gpondeui had so many enemies. 
The re­ 
spondent was blessed with qualities well cal­ 
culated to make for him friends instead of co­ 
unties, aud yet according to Counsel be is sur­ 
rounded by enemies. 
Counsel then reviewed 
the evidence and said the prosecution made 
tile following projiogitions: 1st, that all rights 
of persons or projierty are held under the law, 
und are the subject of legal definition. 2d, 
that there is an established course of justice 
which Is obligatory with those who are charg­ 
ed with the judicial administration of the state. 
Sd, that all willful violations of rights, and all 
willful departures from the established course 
of justice by those w ho exercise judicial func­ 
tions to the necessary wrong and injury of 
suitors for justice, are impeachable offences. 
4th, 
that 
whether 
such 
violations 
of 
legal 
rights, aud 
that such 
departures 
from the established course of justice were in­ 
tentional, is a matter of inference from the in­ 
trinsic circumstances of each case, and from the 
intrinsic facts showing the relation of the judge 
to parties and the probable motives from 
wiiich he acted. 
5th, that the sale or delay, 
or partial administration of justice, or exer­ 
cise of justice or exercise of judicial functions 
or principle to patronage, is judicial corruption. 
6th, that the well being of society and useful­ 
ness in office require that a judge should so 
demean himself in res|>ect to bis judicial actions 
as to inspire confidence in a judge and In a 
court, and that any demeanor of Judge as a 
Judge which has a natural tendency justly to 
impair that confidence, is a degradation of the 
office of the Court which calls for his removal 
from office. 
7th, that in each of the several 
particulars abovg specified, the respondent 
bas been proved to be guilty of mal and cor­ 
rupt conduct In bis office. 
8th, that the en­ 
tire punishment which is a mild provision of 
the constitution, should be inflicted on the 
accused who shall be found guilty of such en­ 
ormous offenses Involving Immense loss to par­ 
ties, and also the degradation to that depart­ 
ment of government on which the security of 
society most absolutely dejiends. 
Counsel then proceeded to argue these 
points at length. 
The hour of three arrived 
before Judge Van Cott bid concluded, and the 
Court adjourned. 


HORACE GREELEY. 


A ugusta, Me. 15. 


Mr. Greeley left Portland at 9 o’clock this 
morning for Augusta. 
At all the stopping 
places along the routs dense crowds collected, 
all struggling to get a glimpse of 4he Presi­ 
dential candidate. 
At Freeport Mr. Greeley 
came upon the platform of the car and shook 
hands with the people. 
On his arrival at 
Brunswick,Greeley was greeted with deafening 
cheers and music, and in response to the calls 
of the people made a short speech. 
At Gar­ 
diner, Greeley was met by a commute# of re­ 
ception from Augusta, at which place be 
arrived at 11.45. 
Some COOO people were 
gathered at the depot. 
Greeley addressed the audience, who recei­ 
ved him enthusiastically. 
In the course of his 
speech he said, “I have worked with 
party 
and have used party, but I have never been 
the slave of a party. 
When I found that pa-.- 
ties would not accomplish what in my convic­ 
tions was right, I have let the party go, and 
have clung to my on convictions. 
Whatever 
may be the result of tho present canvass, the 
movement begun at Cincinnati has already 
accomplished much. 
It has done much to 
remove 
hates and prejudices which have 
outlived their justification, and it has brought 
our people to that point w hen they no longer 
triumph in the power of destroying each oth­ 
er.” 
Greeley loft Augusta for Portland at six 
o'clock this afternoon, arriving at the latter 
place at 9. 
To-morrow morning lie leaves 
Portland for Portsmouth, thence in the after­ 
noon for Rye Beach. 


THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


W ashington, Aug. 15. 
The Executive Mansion has been for some 
time undergoing extensive repairs. 
It has be­ 
ing in some parts, including those occupied 
by the President’s family, in an untenable 
condition, the plastering of the walls and ceil 
ingHaving fallen, and the roof being in a 
leaky condition. 
Gov. Sam. Bond, who as Chairman of the 
Chattanooga committee, extended an invita­ 
tion to President Grant on behalf of tho Mu­ 
nicipal authorities and Board of Trade of 
Chattanooga for himself and Cabinet to visit 
Chattanooga and Lookout Mountain, had an 
interview to-day with the President, who in­ 
formed him he had laid the invitation before 
several members of the Cabinet, and would 
give a definite answer after the meeting to­ 
morrow. 
The conversation turning on the remark of 
Senator Sumner to the cflect that Greeley is a 
better friend to the blackman than President 
Grant, the President replied lie never preten­ 
ded to L* as he had repeatedly said, an origi­ 
nal abolitionist, hut he favored emancipation 
as a w ar measure. 
When this was secured ho 
thought the ballot should lie conferred to make 
the gift complete, and to place those who had 
lieeu liberated in the full possession of the 
rights of freeman. 
His views however on tho 
•ubject of slavery, were well known ami ex­ 
pressed in letters to Mr. Wasburuc and others 
and extensively published, and hence this was 
not now* a matter of dispute. 
During the forenoon to-daj’, members of the 
Cabinet then in town, Belknap, Creswell and 
Williams, visited 
President Grant on the 
business last named,aud in relation to the Ku- 
Klux convicts iii the Albany Penitentiary. 
The report in the case made by Col. Whitley 
having lieen read to the President, he directed 
pardons to be made out in behalf of those es­ 
pecially recommended to executive clemency; 
namely, David Collins, William Teal, Amos 
Owen and Win. Scrugg, who are represented 
to be old men, one or two of them in poor 
health, and who joined the Ku-Klux in ignor­ 
ance of its real objects. 
Some days will 
elapse liefore they will be set at lilierty, as it 
will first be necessary to ascertain when and 
where they were convicted. After these casus 
siiail be disposed of, the President will consid­ 
er the suggestion of Col. Whitley relative to 
eighteen of the others now in the Albany Pen­ 
itentiary. 
Early in the afternoon the Pres­ 
ident was freeley and calmly engaged in con­ 
versation with several of his friends chiefly on 
political topics, from which it ap|H>&rs bels 
satisfied with the situation as regards himself. 
When asked about the alleged slight to Fred­ 
erick Douglass, be replied that if Douglass* 
did not complain because he was not invited 
by him to dinner, lie did not see why Senator 
Sumner should exhibit so much anxiety, if not 
indignation upon the subject. 
The simple 
fact was, that the San Domingo Commission­ 
ers, with their Secretary having called to sub­ 
mit their rejiort, he invited them to dine with 
him. 
Frederick Douglass not (icing with the 
commissioners he did not at the time think of 
him uor of others who accompanied the exile* 
dition, but if Siege) and Douglass had lieen 
with the commissioners they would have been 
included in the invitation to dinner, which 
wus informal and private, having no official 
significance whatever. The President express­ 
ed his surprise tliut so much should lie said 
about aa immaterial matter, one that merely 
concerned his own household. 
The President 
remarked that no public business is neglected 
by his absence from Washington, as lie at­ 
tends to it at Long Branch. Ills coming liack 
to Washington to-day was not absolutely nec­ 
essary for lliat purpose.
